TO DIAL OPERATION 


Gee NS a program of 
replacing manual switch- 
boards with CAX equipment 
in a number of this Com- 
pany’s smaller exchanges, 
both Ithaca and Filley were 
cut to dial operation during 
the month of December. 


The Ithaca cutover took 
place at 10:00 a. m. on Satur- 
day, December 11. The-cen- 
tral office equipment con- 
sists of an Automatic Elec- 
tric Company 100-line switch- 
ing unit which is of the latest 
type and includes the most 
modern features of the tele- 
phone industry. Line finders 
and step-by-step connectors 
are used throughout. One and 
two-party selective ringing 
lines serve 25 local subscrib- 
ers, while ten-party code ring- 
ing lines serve 51 rural pa- 
trons. Emergency line ring 
service, calling all subscrib- 
ers on a line, may be secured 
by dialing the emergency 
number listed in the directory. 
General line ring service is 
also furnished. 


New dial telephones of the 
latest design were installed at 
all subscriber stations. . On 
party lines, these instruments 
are equipped with hooklatches 
which, by restricting the 
movement of the switchhook 
when the receiver is first 
lifted, permits the subscriber 
to listen for a busy signal 
without interfering with a 
conversation which may be in 
progress. The new instru- 
ments, with high efficiency 
talking circuits, improved the 
quality of transmission very 
materially and caused much 
favorable comment in Ithaca.

Postage Meter Installed 


In General Office 


6 Pisco general office mail 
room is now using one of 
the very latest model postage 
meters and is finding that the 
machine not only speeds up 
the preparation of outgoing 
mail but also wipes out the 
wastage inevitable in the 
handling of large quantities 
of loose stamps. In addition 
to imprinting the proper 
amount of postage upon all 
mail matter, the machine also 
seals all envelopes and counts 
the number of pieces going 
through it. 


For packages, which cannot 
be run through the machine, 
strips bearing the correct 
amount of postage are printed 
and these are affixed to the 
packages. The meter is set at 
the Lincoln main post office 
for any desired amount of 
money and when all but $10 
of this amount has been used 
the meter locks and must be 
taken to the post office to be 
reset. It is expected that this 
new machine will greatly fa- 
cilitate the mailing of Lincoln 
subscriber statements.

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FIRE DESTROYS WEEPING 
WATER CENTRAL OFFICE 


Plant Department, With Emergency Switchboards, Re-estab- 
lishes Complete Service Following Day. 


NIGHT OPERATOR SHIRLEY BATES HEROINE OF HOUR 


| are dealt a stunning blow to the thriving Cass county town 
of Weeping Water, in the early morning hours of Satur- 
day, January 22. Sweeping upward from a basement in the 
heart of a business district made up of two-story brick build- 
ings, the fire destroyed five structures and wiped out twelve 
business establishments. Total loss was estimated at approxi- 


mately $75,000. 


The Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company’s central 
office, located on the second 
floor of one of the buildings, 
was in the heart of the raging 
inferno. All central office 
equipment was destroyed. 
The commercial office is situ- 
ated in a ground floor location 
across the street from the 
burned buildings. 


Fireman from Louisville 
and Elmwood assisted the 
Weeping Water flame fight- 
ers and the combined efforts 
of the three fire departments 
resulted in a remarkable job 
of confining the fire to the five 
buildings. Less efficient fire 
fighting would probably have 
cost Weeping Water the loss 
of the entire business block. 


Keeping alive the well- 
known “Spirit of Service’ 
tradition of the telephone in- 
dustry was Miss Shirley 
Bates, night operator. To her 
alertness and courage may be 
credited the fact that no lives 
were lost, since she remained 
at her post to sound the alarm 
which awakened persons liv- 
ing in the burning buildings. 
She worked feverishly to sum- 
mon help from Weeping 
Water and surrounding towns 
and accompanied Manager Joe 
Abrams from the _ building 
only when increasing smoke 
made it unsafe to remain 
longer. 

Miss Bates, asleep in the 
central office, was the first to 
become aware of the presence 
of fire. She was awakened by 
the smell of smoke at about 
1:30 a. m. Immediately call- 
ing the Hillman cafe, she 
awakened the proprietor and 
asked that the possibility of 
fire be investigated. Upon 
being informed that the ad- 
joining Gibson grocery store 
was ablaze, Miss Bates in- 
stantly set the fire siren to 
work to sound the alarm. She 
then summoned Manager 
Abrams, who arrived at the 
office in a very few minutes 
and placed a call to District 
Manager J. A. McKinzie, in 
Lincoln. 

Realizing that the two could 
not remain long in the smoke- 
filled central office, Mr. Mc- 
Kinzie asked Mr. Abrams to 
plug a line through to the 
commercial office across the 
street and then to seek safety. 
Mr. Abrams and Miss Bates 
were forced to grope their 
way to the stairs through 
dense smoke and the young 
night operator declares that 
her greatest fear was that he 
would lose his grip upon her 
arm and that she would be un- 
able to find him again. They 
barely reached the street be- 
fore the roof above the central 
office burst into flame. 

At the commercial office, 
Manager Abrams resumed his 
conversation with District 


Manager McKinzie. Another 
dramatic note was injected in 
a very few minutes when the 
fire reached the switchboard 
cable and destroyed: it while 
the two men were talking. 
Manager Abrams then tapped 
a toll line to Elmwood and 
later a direct circuit to Lin- 
coln. For several hours these 
two circuits gave the Weeping 
Water manager his only con- 
tacts with the outside world. 
A Lincoln radio station was in 
the field early with a broad- 
cast from the scene of the fire 
and this broadcast stimulated 
considerable incoming toll 
business. It became necessary 
to organize a messenger force 
to call Weeping Water inhabi- 
tants to the single pay station 
in the commercial office. 


Meanwhile, the warehouse 
in Lincoln became a bee-hive 
of activity. Cable and con- 
struction trucks were loaded 
and crews were assembled. 
Two emergency switchboards 
were prepared for shipment. 
One of these was a one-posi- 
tion magneto board and the 
other a one-position common 
battery. Main frame and bat- 
tery equipment long held in 
readiness for just such an 
emergency was loaded into 
trucks. Later in the day a 
two-position common battery 
board was sent to Weeping 
Water. No such complete de- 
struction of central office 
equipment in an exchange the 
size of Weeping Water has oc- 
curred in our territory in 
more than 25 years and prep- 
aration of equipment to 
handle so formidable a task 
could hardly be accomplished 
on a moment’s notice. Even 
so, the speed with which com- 
plete service was restored is 
little short of amazing. Weep- 
ing Water’s former two-posi- 
tion common battery board 
served 345 stations. 


A construction crew con- 
sisting of Foreman D. R. 
Smith, C. Pierce, M. Scanlon, 
L. V. Shirey, C. Riedel, C. 
Perryman and O. A. Nelson 
arrived in Weeping Water at 
5:00 a. m., followed closely by 
a cable crew consisting of Su- 
pervisor L. C. Anderson, Carl 
Hedstrom, Oliver Lahr, Bob 
Devore, V. Baum, E. Fager- 
berg and Ed Fickett. All these 
men worked straight through 
to 9:30 p. m., Saturday, and 
they did a magnificent job. 


District Manager J. A. Mc- 
Kinzie was one of the earlier 
arrivals, as were Assistant 
Traffic Superintendent C. C. 
Donley, A. O. Andrews and 
Rod Andrews, traffic depart- 
ment, and Herb Jenkins and 
Francis Darnold, plant depart- 
ment. 


The emergency boards ar- 
rived at 8:00 a. m. and a tem- 
porary location having been

Murray Exchange 


Converted to Dial 

QO’ Wednesday, February 9, 
the installation depart- 
ment of The Lincoln Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Com- 
pany cut into service the new 
automatic exchange at Mur- 
ray. This equipment permits 
the subscribers to dial the 
number they desire and pro- 
vides them with the very lat- 
est type of telephone service. 


The equipment is of the 
step-by-step type and is simi- 
lar to that used in larger cities, 
notably in Lincoln. It has a 
capacity to serve 100 lines and 
is housed in the telephone 
company quarters formerly 
occupied by the manual equip- 
ment. Among other service 
features provided are those of 


absolute secret service on in- 
dividual lines, emergency and 
general line ringing on rural 
lines and particularly high 
grade of transmission through- 
out the exchange. 


New dial instruments were 
placed at all subscribers’ sta- 
tions. A telephone approxi- 
mately 8’x1l0” replaced the 
magneto wall instrument on 
rural stations—an instrument 
which was from 18” to 22” in 
length and 9” in width. The 
new instruments are black in 
finish and have appropriate 
dial mountings. 


With the new central office 
equipment it is possible to 
continue the use of public pay 
stations in Murray because 
of the arrangement which per- 
mits a subscriber at a public 
pay station to dial any num- 
ber he may desire—with the 
provision that before he can 
talk it is necessary that he de- 
posit a coin. Special equipment 
makes it unnecessary for the 
user of one of these instru-

Co-operative Association Ac- 
quires 631 Members; Sus- 
tains No Losses.

OX February 22, 1938, the 
Employes Co-Operative 
Credit Association closed 21 
months of existence with a fi- 
nancial statement disclosing 
facts which are little short of 
amazing. 

During the 21 months of its 
existence, the Association has 
acguired 631 active members 
from employe ranks — to 
whom 689 loans aggregating 
$94,528.85 have been made. Of 
these loans, 372 have been 
paid in full-—total repayments 
amounting to $59,266.76. Not 
one penny of loss has been 
sustained! Total assets now 
amount to approximately 
$45,000.00! 

The 631 members have ac- 
cumulated, in shares of Asso- 
ciation stock and in savings 
on deposit, the rather startling 
sum of $41,812.48! When the 
Association was organized it 
was hoped that it would pro- 
mote thrift among employes. 
That hope seems to be attain- 
ing realization! 

Even greater, however, has 
been the service rendered to 
the employes in the matter of 
loans—for they have been able 
to borrow money for any rea- 


sonable purpose without being | 
{orced to pay the higher inter-| 


erest rates charged, in many 


instances, for personal loans. 


And, on January 1, 1938, the 
directors of the Association 
reduced the interest rate on 
new loans from the former 
nominal 6% to the extremely 
favorable figure of 5%! It is 
beheved that, because of the 
almost total lack of expense 
in conducting affairs of the 
Association, it will be possible 


on loans while still paying a 
6% dividend and interest rate 
on stock and savings. 

Truly, the Association may 
well be proud of the man- 
ner in which it has lived up 
to its motto, “We Work To- 
gether To Help One Another!”

Rotary Board Installed 


in Lincoln Switchroom 


NEW rotary switching 
unit, to be known as the 
“B-7200 board,” was installed 
in the Lincoln switchroom 
during the month of February. 
Because rotary service, a man- 
ual operation in most of our 
larger territory exchanges, is 
wholly automatic on a dial ex- 
change, the “News” feels that 
some information about the 
popularity of this service with 
Lincoln business institutions 
may be of interest to our em- 
ployes. 


Rotary service on a dial ex- 
change provides automatic en- 
trance to any vacant trunk in 
a series assigned to an insti- 
tution which attains a heavy 
telephone load and which 
does not, of course, wish to 
have its incoming calls check- 
ed by busy signals. This serv- 
ice has become so popular in 
Lincoln that, prior to the in- 
stallation of the new board, 
it had become impossible to 
secure enough vacant trunks 
in series to permit the assign- 
ment-of any more rotary num- 
bers. 


The last rotary equipment, 
the “B-7100 board,” to be in- 
stalled prior to this year was 
placed in service in the fall of 
1932. The new board has fa- 
cilities for 100 lines in rotary 
and many assignments were 
made from it as soon as it was 
placed in service. There are 
now fourteen 100-line rotary 
boards working in the Lincoln 
Zone. 


There are 354 subscribers to 
rotary service in the Lincoln 
Zone, the largest number of 
trunks being assigned to a 
department store, which uses 
20. Another department store 
uses 14 trunks, while the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska finds need 
for 18 trunks. Two concerns 
use 10 trunks each and there 
are two with 9. Three firms 
use 8 trunks and three use 7. 
There are six subscribers to 
6 trunk setups, while those 
who use 5 trunks in rotation 
number seventeen. 


Radios to California 
During Flood

EVERE and continually in- 
creasing inductive inter- 
ference from power lines in 


and around this Company’s 
Union exchange has made it 


necessary for us to change our 


plant from grounded to metal- 
lic circuits.’ Grounded lines 
serving the Union exchange 
picked up so much noise from 
electrical transmission lines 
that clear, efficient telephone 
service was virtually impos- 
sible. Work of converting 
the exchange to a metallic 
basis was completed early in 
March. 


Shortly before the comple- 
tion of this outside conver- 
sion, it was decided to install 
a complete new dial switching 
system to replace the former 
manual switchboard. The new 
dial unit-was cut into service 
on the morning of Thursday, 
March 10. This change was 
made at this time not only be- 
cause it could be done more 
economically while available 
crews were finishing the out- 
side job, but also because this 
Company was aware that it 
could soon expect a concerted 
demand from Union subscrib- 
ers for this modern type of 
equipment. Dial telephone 
service is becoming increas- 
ingly popular everywhere and 
this Company is installing it, 
in many instances, where ex- 
isting manual equipment 
needs replacement. Telephone 
subscribers in Union are very 
fortunate to thus secure dial 
service in advance of many of 
our larger exchanges. 


The equipment at Union is 
a North Electric 100-line unit. 
At present it is serving 143 
stations—19 one-party busi- 
ness, 44 one-party residence, 
78 ten-party residence and two 
pay stations. It is equipped 
to render the same service 
features available in other re- 
cent CAX installations. These 
include general and emer- 
gency line rings. All Long 
Distance service, except on 
calls placed to Plattsmouth 
and its tributaries, will be 
handled through the Nebraska 
City toll board. Manager Joe 
Abrams, of Weeping Water, 
will handle exchange equip- 
ment maintenance. 


Mayor Morris, of Union, 
made the first call over the 
new system, after which 5,000 
calls were made in five hours. 
Present at the cutover were 
District Manager J. A. Mc- 
Kinzie, of Lincoln, Area 
Manager Ray Misner, of 
Plattsmouth; Manager Joe 
Abrams, of Weeping Water, 
together with plant and traf- 
fic employes from the general 
office in Lincoln. A group of 
interested Union citizens 
watched the _ conversion, 
among them being Mrs. F. P.

It is the thought of the gen- 
eral plant department that 
this accident could have been 
avoided if the pole had been 
properly tested before climb- 
ing or, if its strength was 
doubtful, it could have been 
properly guyed or braced with 
pike poles.

bitten by a dog! He lost 
no time from work and his 
wound is not considered seri- 
ous.

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TWO-DAY SLEET STORM |

Total Number of Wire Breaks Very High; Plant Department 
Speeds Service Restoration. 


jee Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Company’s outside 
plant received its most severe damage since 1931 when a 
two-day sleet storm, accompanied by high winds, swept over 
our territory on April 6 and 7. Total damage is estimated at 
approximately $65,000. This figure does not, of course, take 
any account of the toll business which was lost during a storm 
period of the type which always generates a great many Long 


Distance calls. 


Because this story is writ- 
ten on April 12, it is not pos- 
sible to do more than give ap- 
proximate figures on pole and 
wire damage. The general 
plant department estimates 
show a total of 5,000 broken 
poles and 40,000 wire breaks 
throughout our territory. An 
unusual feature was the high 
proportion of wire breaks. 
Many of our toll lines were of 
relatively recent construction 
and, since the poles did not 
give way, it was the wires 


which sustained the damage. A 


case in point is the Seward- 
David City toll line, completed 
last summer. Only two poles 
went down on this line, but 
the wire breaks were so nu- 
merous that many days 
elapsed before the circuits 
could be restored.

Only two cir- 
cults were working between 
Lincoln and Omaha and com- 
munication had closed west 
of Lincoln on the night of 
April 6-7. 


First patrols of toll lines on 
the morning of April 7 did 
not, however, indicate damage 
of unusual magnitude and 
hopes were entertained that 
service might be restored 
quickly.

A strong wind which began to 
blow about mid-afternoon, to- 
gether with an increasing ice 
load, introduced discouraging 
elements into the picture. Cir- 
cuits that had been restored 
began to go out again. Plant 
men, their fighting spirit 
aroused, went into battle 
anew against odds that loomed 
greater as the minutes passed. 


A tremendous break in our 
direct lead to Kansas City 
occurred between Cheney and 
Bennet.

York, Nebraska City, Wahoo, 
Seward, Fairbury, Superior— 
in fact, practically all our 
larger exchanges were cut off 
from Lincoln.

The Hastings and York dis- 
tricts were hit the hardest by 
the storm. Particularly was 
this true of the south portion 
of the Hastings district, where 
nearly a week elapsed before 
toll circuits were restored to 
Superior, Hebron, Clay Cen- 
ter and other points in this 
region. Loss of the Kansas 
City circuits, in the Lincoln 
district, made it necessary for 
all messages to Nebraska City,

The last place to 
heal was under the knee and the 
back of the calf of his leg. 


“It looked fe» a time as if the 
battle was going to be only par- 
tially won. During the latter part 
of the healing there developed a 
turning motion, the leg pulling so 
that the boy was ‘toeing in’ seri- 
ously. 


“The father gives much credit to 
the. family doctor, Dr. Frank D. 
Johnson, for pulling their boy 
through and explaining to them 


the only methods that would bring 
recovery. 


Had to Wear Iron Brace 


“But the father had young For- 
rest fitted with iron braces for 
his leg: that fitted right into the 
shoe. Then, twice a day again, 
they would take off the shoe and 


manipulate the leg with a turning 
motion. | 


“Using crutches Forrest went 
back to school before his leg was 
completely healed.

WHEN the famous Major 
Bowes honored Lincoln 
and southeast Nebraska in his 
broadcast of Thursday, April 
28, he gave many telephone 
employes in the Lincoln zone 
a new thrill. Much of the 
thrill generated from the fact 
that 7,823 local calls, casting 
24,117 votes, were handled in 
an hour and thirty minutes. 


Although something was 
known of the telephone tech- 
nique connected with this 
roadcast, none of our em- 
ployes had had personal ex- 
perience with it for the reason 
that Major Bowes had not 
previously included Lincoln 
among his “honor cities.” 


Commercial Engineer M. M. 
Hale was in general charge of 
arrangements for this Com- 
pany. He worked closely with 
V. B. Gray, of New York, field 
representative of the company 
sponsoring the broadcasts. Mr. 
Gray arrived in Lincoln about 
a week before the broadcast 
and his wide experience and 
affable personality smoothed 
out many of the rough spots 
for our commercial, plant and 
traffic folks. 


An empty storeroom on the 
M street side of the general 
office building was selected 
to house the telephone voting 
facilities. The Postal Tele- 
graph messenger room, direct- 
ly in the rear of the store 
room, housed the comptometer 
operators who tabulated the 
votes. The direct telephone 
circuit to New York was also 
located in this room. 


Lincoln radio listeners cast 
a heavy total of votes for two 


home-town amateurs—Eunice 


violinist, who is 
studying in New York, and 
Eleanore Compton, singer. 
Miss Bingham received 10,098

Considerable plant work of 
an unusual nature was 
handled by the Lincoln serv- 
ice department during the 
week preceding the broad- 
cast. District Plant Manager 
Clayton Liebhart had general 
supervision of this activity. In 
the main office switchroom it 
was necessary to set up a spe- 
cial switching group to work 
on all calls coming in over 
2-7211 (B-7211) and this work 
was done under the direction 
of T. S. Risser, equipment en- 
gineer, and C. E. Cummings, 
chief switchman. Ably assist- 
ing them were George Keith, 
Hugo Staley and D. C. Gil- 
more. In order to obtain 
enough trunks and _§level- 
hunting connectors, 15 
switchboard keys were in- 
stalled on third selector banks 
to facilitate the transfer of the 
connectors in the B-7100 board 
level to the B-7200 board level. 
In addition, 16 connectors and 
associated banks in the B-7100 
board were multiplied with 32 
connectors and associated 
banks in the B-7200 board. 
The B-7100 board, which is 
filled to capacity with work- 
ing lines, had to be restored to 
100% efficiency by the follow- 
ing morning, which made it 
necessary to remove all tem- 
porary wiring immediately 
after the broadcast. 


Due to the fact that the 
number B-2711, instead of 
B-7211, was printed in one 
Lincoln newspaper, it was 
also necessary to bring this 
line into the voting room. It 
received approximately 500 
calls. 


With the exception of one 
overload which blew a switch- 
room fuse after a particularly 
pleasing portion of the broad- 
cast, the switching equipment 
worked splendidly under the 
terrific barrage of calls. The 


fuse failure interrupted serv- 
ice for only eleven seconds. 

In the voting room, the serv- 
ice installation consisted of 
47 automatic lines operating 
in rotary on the number 
2-7211. Three Long Distance 
trunks were installed to re- 
ceive votes from listeners out- 
side Lincoln, 


A 50-pair cable was _ in- 
stalled between the protectors 
on the main distributing frame 


in the switchroom and a ter- 


minal located in the voting 
room. Inside wire carried the 
circuits to the individual tele- 
phones. Self-contained hand- 
sets were used, with an opera- 
tor’s headset replacing each 
handpiece. All bells were 
killed and each headset was 
connected directly into a line. 
Jay Pugsley, wire chief, su- 
pervised the telephone instal- 
lation and the men who did 
the job were L. G. Saunders, 
Gerald Caywood and R. A. 
Pugsley. 


A total of 50 operators sat 
at the tables and received the 
votes. Two relief operators 
were provided, together with 
three pages. These girls were 
all picked from the Lincoln 
traffic force and they were un- 
der the direction of Melanise 
Breault, who served as chief 
operator, and Margaret 
O’Brien and Helen Fern, su- 
pervisors. There were nine 
comptometer operators who 
tabulated the votes and one 
operator to report votes over 
the direct wire to New York. 


All operators assembled in 
the voting room about 45 min- 
utes before the program went 
on the air. They were given 
thorough instruction in their 
duties by Mr. Gray. Cards 
placed before each operator 
gave her the phraseology she 
was expected to employ in 
handling the calls.

Misko Made “Fellow” 


. H. MISKO, M. D., Com- 

pany physician, was elect- 
ed a “Fellow” in the American 
College of Physicians at their 
annual meeting held in New 
York City in April. He was 
one of a group of three doc- 
tors elected to membership 
from Nebraska this year. 


Dr. Misko will be inducted 
at the annual meeting next 
spring which will be held in 
New Orleans. 


Capitalizing on the remark- 
able “White Spot” publicity 
now bringing Nebraska to the 
attention of the nation, this 
sales push has been named 
“The White Spot Campaign.” 


Campaign bulletins and all 
general publicity material are 
emphasizing the ‘White Spot” 
theme—the idea being to get 
each area into the “white” in 
the matter of its campaign sta- 
tion quota. A daily bulletin 
goes to all employes. Each 
day a shaded map of the ter- 
ritory shows exactly what 
proportion of each area has 
“turned white” from the sales 
efforts of employes during the 
previous day. 


An area picnic—with fried 
chicken and all the trimmings 
—will be the reward of the 
area which achieves the high- 
est percentage of its campaign 
quota—in other words, the 
area which comes up with the 
biggest “white spot” on the 
territory map. 


Each bulletin carries a 
smaller map of the territory 
upon which is indicated, from 
day to day, the “Bright Spot” 
area. This is the area which 
is leading the pack. | 


To properly spur the lagging 
areas, a “Slow Spot” has been 
added to the list of incentives! 
The “Slow Spot” is typified 
by a turtle, which remains in 
the possession of the manager 
of the “tail-end” area until his 


organization can “pull itself 


together’ and make enough 
sales to clamber out of the 
cellar! 

This campaign is being con- 
ducted on a gross station sales 
basis. Supplemental equip- 
ment sales do not count for 
campaign credits although 
such sales still draw the usual 
Honor Roll credits. 


A Company sales quota of 
1,700 stations has been estab- 
lished for this campaign. Or- 
ders are counted as soon as re- 
ceived, instead of when in- 
stalled—as is the case with 
Honor Roll credits. 

A spirit of intense optimism 
is noticeable, not only among 
employes but also among po- 
tential subscribers. The splen- 
did weather conditions experi- 
enced in Nebraska this spring 
—heavy rains which soaked 
deep into our soil and which 
have given us a normal sea- 
son for the first time in five 
years—have brought hopes of 
bumper wheat, alfalfa and 
corn crops to every resident 
of our territory. These hopes 
can be translated into tele- 
phone sales if every employe 
will interview every possible 
prospect. 


A recent mortality study of 
stations sold by employes un- 
der the cash credit plan, dur- 
ing December, 1937, reveals 
the interesting fact that “cam- 
paign sales” do stay sold! In 
this drive, 103 rural stations 
were sold—of which only 11,

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ERE we are, well into a spring campaign—and for the first 

time in several years old Jupiter Pluvius has consented to 
give us a lot of cooperation. You who have seen the glorious 
green of Nebraska’s wheat fields and pastures do not need me 
to tell you that our state is once more the old Nebraska we 
have known and loved. We seem to be enjoying a normal 
spring, with alternate showers and sunshine, and the outlook 
for bumper crops is the best in years. Latest federal wheat 
estimates place Nebraska’s probable winter wheat harvest 
at 65,145,000 bushels—an increase of 22,525,000 bushels over 
last year’s May estimate! The “White Spot” campaign is 
very timely and, at the time this is written, it is accumulat- 
ing a fine running start.

This was due to the fact that the 
first pay roll deductions were not made until August 15, 
1930—-although the policies became effective on the preced- 
ing July 24, All subsequent policies have been made effec- 
tive as of the deduction date. Since 1930, therefore, the man- 
agement has been undecided as to the course it should pur- 
sue in the matter of those original premium arrears. It could 
deduct them—thus making one double deduction from the 
pay of the employes involved—or it could absorb the total 
amount itself. It decided upon the latter course! It was, in 
the aggregate, a fairly sizable sum.

FIRST GRADERS LEARN TELEPHONE TECHNIQUE 


GS study in “The Use of 
the Telephone” was recent- 
ly inaugurated in the first and 
second grades of a Nebraska 
City elementary school. Area 
Manager R. H. Ojers, keenly 
interested in this develop- 
ment, asked the teacher re- 
sponsible for the activity to 
write a more or less complete 
account of the procedure used 
to secure the attention and 
interest of the tiny tots. Here 
is the story: 


“Keen interest was shown 
when the subject was sug- 
gested to the children. Sev- 
eral volunteered to bring their 
toy telephones. There arose 
our first difficulty, since the 
telephones were either dial or 
cradle type. The former is 
not used in Nebraska City and 
the latter seemed unfamiliar 
to most of the children. 


“A brief explanation seemed 
adequate, however, and we 
proceeded with our lesson. 
Before the children were al- 
lowed to call each other they 
learned how to ‘call central,’ 
where to find a _ telephone 
number and the fact that that 
there is someone titled ‘infor- 
mation’ who will give a tele- 
phone number not found in

print on the blackboard a list 
of our pupils in alphabetical 
sequence, with last name first. 

“The real fun began when 
the first calls were made. Al- 
though eager to use the tele- 
phones, our difficulty seemed 
to lie in the fact that there 
was nothing to talk about! 
(Ed. Note: They’ll get over 
that!) Hence our first rule— 
always have a real reason for 
using the telephone. We em- 
phasized that it should not be 
used too long for mere visit- 
ing—that other people must 
be considered, especially doc- 
tors. 


“Our second rule—‘always 
use a big, polite voice-—was 
made because some of the 
children’s voices were difficult 
to understand. The word ‘big’ 
in this case was interpreted to 
mean distinct. Our third and 
last rule was ‘never talk over 
the telephone when angry.’ 


“After several days of dis- 
cussion and actual practice 
with toy telephones, a second 
grade pupil was given permis- 
sion to answer all calls com- 
ing in over our ‘real’ school 
telephone. We think the lit- 
tle girl is no more thrilled 
than is her teacher who must 
pretend not to hear the bells 
ring but who actually sees her 
pupil climb upon a chair (she 


is too small to reach the wall 
telephone) and in a ‘big, polite 
voice’ say—‘South Side School, 
Nellie Lou Golden speaking!’ 


“Is this unit of work worth 
while? We truly feel that 
it is.” 

A few days after the above 
was written, Area Manager R. 
H. QOjers installed two real 
telephones in the South Side 
school for the use of the pupils. 
The instruments were  in- 
stalled in adjoining rooms 
and connected together for 
actual use. During social 
study period the telephones 
are used by the pupils. Each 
row of seats was named a 
street, such as “Red street” 
or “Lincoln street” and a “di- 
rectory” was prepared. In the 
directory, the name of the 
“street” and the number of 
short or long rings were placed 
at the top of the page and all 
pupils in the row were listed 
below. One pupil is designated 
each week to answer calls for 
his or her “street” and, after 
answering, to call the correct 
party to the telephone.

April Accidents

The turtle 
came into Charley’s possession 
on the second day of the cam- 
paign—and it never left him! 
Tecumseh area finished in 
last place with 47.1% of its 
quota—but, just to prove that 
Charley and his crew really 
got in there and hustled, the 
area ended in sixth place in 
number of interviews per em- 
ploye!

Outgoing trunks are dialed directly from the 
stations. The manual operator handles none but incoming calls. This is the third such installation in 
Lincoln.

This new tele- 
phone equipment is part of a modernization program by the State Journal. An air-conditioned annex 
houses a new high-speed newspaper press and splendid’ composing room facilities.

which is in trust with 
Bankers Trust Company, of 
New York, shows a present 
balance of $492,000.00 avail- 
able for pensions. 


During the years of its exist- 
ence, the Plan has paid acci- 
dent expenses totaling $59,- 
220.00. Salaries paid to em- 
ployes (after a waiting period 
of seven days, during which 
time they remained on the 
regular pay roll) who were 
unable to work because of ac- 
cidents amounted to $98,- 
253.00. Sickness benefits (be- 
ginning after the seventh day 
of absence) totaled $121,841.00. 
Analysis of the accident and 
sickness record reveals the in- 
teresting fact that, whereas 
accident expense ran ahead 
of sickness expense during the 
period from 1917 to 1930, the 
trend since 1931 has been in 
the opposite direction. Acci- 
dent expenses and benefits for 
the years 35, 36 and 737, for 
example, totaled $10,848.00, 
while sickness benefits paid 
during the same period 
amounted to $25,806.00! The 
“News” makes no attempt to 
assign reasons for this change 
in trend other than to point 
out the very obvious fact that 
our accident prevention pro- 
gram seems to be producing 
tangible results. Over the en- 
tire period of 21 years there 
have been 1,858 accident cases 
and 1,370 sickness cases. These 
represent a combined Com- 
pany time loss of 79,458 days. 


Death benefits paid during 
the existence of the Plan 
numbered 35 and the total ex- 
penditure amounted to $45,565. 


Last, but by no means least 
for those who are devoting the 
energies of their entire active 
lives to the service of the Com- 
pany, is that portion of the 
Pian which provides for serv- 
ice pensions. Pensions are 
based upon the number of

AIR-CONDITIONED 


System Designed For Year- 
Round Use With Average 
Temperature of 80°. 


| Preipaaros this year the direc- 
tors of this Company, in an 
effort to provide more health- 
ful and pleasant working con- 
ditions for the 300 or more 
employes in the Lincolm gen- 
eral office, authorized the in- 
stallation of air-conditioning 
equipment for the entire 
building. It was desired that 
the system selected be of a 
type that would furnish year- 
around conditioning. Accord- 
ingly, this type of system was 
designed and is now in opera- 
tion. 


The system is one which, in 
the summer, cools water to 
approximately 45 degrees by 
the use of refrigeration ma- 
chinery. In the winter, by 
the use of steam, it heats the 
water to a relatively high 
temperature. The water Is 
then circulated through con- 
ditioners located on each floor. 


Motor driven fans pick up 
outside air for ventilation pur- 
poses and this, together with 
air returning from the build- 
ing, is driven through the 
water coils where it is cooled 
and dehumidified in summer 
and warmed and humidified 
in winter. Thermostats to 
control the temperature, lo- 
cated in the proper zones on 
the various floors, equalize the 
overall temperature. 


As the air passes through 
the conditioner water coils, 
it warms or cools the water, 


depending upon the season of 


the year. The water is re- 
turned to the main condition- 
ing machinery, located in the 
basement, where it is warmed 


or cooled, as the case may be, ~ 


and is again pumped through 
the various floor condition- 
ers. A humidistat, located in 
the return air stream, controls 
the amount of water vapor in 
the air. Water vapor is added 
in winter and removed in 
summer. 


Air cleaning is accomplished 
by filters located in each floor 
conditioner. These remove 
practically all dust. The 
equipment is designed to pro- 
vide an inside temperature of 
80 degrees when the outside 
temperature is 95 degrees, and 
it is possible to introduce 
100% outside air on days 
when the outside temperature 
is moderate. Every known 
safety device has been incor- 
porated. The gas refrigerant 
is non-toxic, non-inflammable 
and non-corrosive. 


When in complete operation, 
39,730 cubic feet of air per 
minute will be circulated 
through 13,000 pounds of sheet 
metal ducts. A network of 
nearly one-half mile of water 
pipe was installed. Installa- 
tion was made by the Sidles 
Company, of Lincoln, with 
Chief Engineer H. H. Wheeler, 
Jr., and Assistant Traffic Su- 
perintendent C. C. Donley in 
charge for our Company. 


Air conditioning units have 
also been installed this sum- 
mer in the operating rooms at 
Beatrice, Fairbury, Superior 
and Nebraska City,

They felt 
that a campaign plan which included much wholesome kid- 
ding and joshing—with a pat on the back for the leaders and 
a good-natured brick behind the ear for the tail-enders— 
would take a lot of the “curse” off sales campaigns. They 
felt that the time had come to dispense with the old-time 
ultra-dignified and lugubrious method of presenting cam- 
paigns and campaign progress to employes—a method which 
rather painfully exhorted all hands to go forth and “die for 
dear old Rutgers!” That sort of thing probably worked won- 
ders in its day—but today it makes employes very, very sad! 
The recent “White Spot” campaign is a fine example of the 
worth of the “sell for fun” idea. The “Slow Spot” turtle 
was worth many times its weight in hard money—just for 
the fun it produced. Employes really enjoyed this cam- 
yaign in all its angles. Proof of this rests in the fact that the 
nercentage of employe participation was almost as great as 
in the last two fall campaigns. And fall campaigns are 
popularly presumed to draw a much higher ratio of employe 
participation than those sales drives which are staged in 
the spring. Many employes are already asking: “Will there 
be a big campaign this fall?” Many of them add: “TI cer- 
tainly enjoyed the last one!” Well, I am not authorized to 
speak definitely now about future campaigns but—with a 
great wheat crop being harvested, with a splendid corn crop 
in prospect, with general business conditions showing an 
upturn—lI’d guess there might be a campaign! And [Pll 
gamble that, if there is one, it will be a “wow”—and you'll 
really enjoy it!

ISITORS at the 1938 State 

Fair were this year invited 
to make their “telephone 
headquarters” in a different 
location than formerly. The 
old “booth house” which had 
served as telephone headquar- 
ters for many years was torn 
down. Splendid quarters just 
inside the west entrance to the 
automobile building were as- 
signed to this Company. 


Eight booths, a switchboard 
and a telegraph printer were 
installed inside the building.

necessary to start Nebraska 
back to normal prosperity. In- 
tense heat and a moisture de- 
ficiency during most of July 
and August caused deteriora- 
tion which dropped the fed- 
eral estimate for September 1, 
to 97,812,000 bushels from an 
August 1 estimate for the 
state of 180,270,000 bushels. 

This Company’s survey of 
August 24 disclosed startling 
variations in county yields. 
The eastern border counties of 
the Lincoln and Beatrice dis- 
tricts showed estimated yields 
per acre as follows: Cass, 19 
bushels; Otoe, 20 bushels; 
Johnson, 25 bushels; Pawnee, 
25 bushels; Richardson, 35 
bushels; and Nemaha, topping 
the state, with 37 bushels. 
Estimated production in both 
Richardson and Nemaha coun- 
ties is above the ten-year av- 
erage for the years 1923 to 
1932! 


Farther west we find wide 
variation, with Saunders coun- 
ty estimating 18 bushels per 
acre; Lancaster, 7 bushels; 
Gage, 15 bushels; Jefferson, 15 
bushels; and Saline—a stand- 
out in this region—19 bushels. 
Saline county’s acreage, how- 
ever, is far below normal. 


The four counties of the 
York district — Butler, Polk, 
Seward and York—all esti- 
mate yields of 10 bushels per 
acre. 

The six counties which 
make up the Hastings district 
estimate the poorest yields in 
our territory. Adams county 
estimates 5 bushels per acre; 
Webster, 5 bushels; Clay, 8 
bushels; Fillmore, 15 bushels; 
Thayer, 11 bushels; and Nuck- 
olls, 3 bushels. 

Drouth conditions, coupled 
with terrific hot winds in 
August, completely ruined the 
1937 corn crop in all but a few 
widely scattered points in our 
territory. During the grow- 
ing season of 1938, moisture 
conditions were much more fa- 
vorable and, though there 
were long periods of intense 
heat, the devastating hot 
winds were not prevalent. In 
short, we enjoyed a growing 
season which indicates that a 
return to normal crop condi- 
tions is not far off. Thus, while 
we bemoan the loss of what 
might have been a bumper 
corn crop, we Nebraskans are 
in a position to look forward 
to a state-wide production of 
14,820,000 more bushels of corn 
than were harvested in 1937. 

Although the price of corn 
has been depressed by bump- 
er crops in other states, pos- 
session of the additional corn 
raised in Nebraska this year 
will make possible the expan- 
sion of the livestock industry 
which is the real basis of our 
future prosperity. Nebraska 
is on “the road back!’ 
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I thanked John Ruppel, of Nebraska City, for a fine picture of

The packer bidder and Mr. Agee did not, appar- 
ently, know each other—ifor they entered into a spirited con- 
test from which our general manager was forced, rather 
breathlessly, to withdraw. When he finally discovered that 
his “opponent” had been bidding for him—well, for a few 
moments he seriously considered the advisability of having 
a nervous breakdown!

DIAL OPERATION 


FOR LINCOLN RURAL 
LINES NOVEMBER 1 


Numbers Substituted For 
Present Letter Prefix. 


ELEASE of the new Lin- 

coln directory, on Novem- 
ber 1, will be the signal for a 
cutover which will convert all 
present manual Lincoln rural 
lines to dial operation. Ap- 
proximately 475 subscribers 
will be affected. Rural lines 
working out of the main ex- 
change will carry the prefix 
‘D” as a part of the telephone 
number. Those lines work- 
ing out of the exchange at 
48th and South streets will, 
of course, carry the prefix ‘‘4.” 
Present dial rural lines operat- 
ing from the northeast Lin- 
coln exchange will use the 
prefix “6” instead of “M”’ as at 
present. 


The November ' directory 
will be the last in which let- 
ter prefixes will be used on 
Lincoln numbers. In the di- 
rectory to be issued in July, 
1939, the corresponding nu- 
merical prefix—as, ‘‘2” for the 
letter “B,” “3” for the letter 
“F”, “5” for the letter ‘“L” 
and “6” for the letter “M’— 
will be used. This step is in 
line with modern dial number- 
ing practices in other cities. 
Advantages to be gained by 
wiping out the letter prefix— 

which has at no time had the 
slightest relation to the me- 
chanics of switching opera- 
tions—will be reflected par- 
ticularly in more efficient 
Long Distance operation on 
incoming _ station - to - station 
calls, and in the abolition of 
the present expensive special 
dial cards. 


Since the step involves no 
change whatever in the actual 
operation of dialing, the dial 
cards will be changed only on 
a gradual replacement basis. 
The eight months elapsing be- 
tween directories will give 
businessmen ample time to ex- 
haust stocks of stationery and 
advertising matter which 
carry numbers showing a let- 
ter prefix. An advertising 
campaign pointing out to pa- 
trons the ease with which the 
transition can be accomplished 
will be a part of the program.

Ray first joined the Com- 
pany in 1922 as a member of 
the supply department. He 
was later transferred to the 
service department, and in 
1929 to the Lincoln district 
manager’s office. In 1934 he 
was sent to Plattsmouth as 
area commercial manager 
where he had charge of, all 
commercial activities in 
Plattsmouth, Louisville, 
Weeping Water, Murdock, 
Elmwood and Nehawka. The 
position he held at the time 
of his death was that of area 
manager. 

Well known in Lincoln 
where he lived for 27 years, 
Mr. Misner was active in Red 
Cross work and was for 
many years captain of the 
telephone company’s First 
Aid team. He was presented 
one of the first national Red 
Cross certificates of merit 
when he was honor guest of 
the Lincoln Rotary club in 
July, 1929.

A member of the Platts- 
mouth Chamber of Commerce, 
Mr. Misner has been identified 
for approximately four years 
with the successful promotion 
of the King Korn Karnival.

He 
was also interested in Boy 
Scout work and organized the 
First Aid team in Plattsmouth. 

Born at Newark, IIl., on 
March 30, 1899, Ray moved 
with his family to Fullerton, 
Nebr., when a small boy, and 
in 1907 came to Lincoln where 
the family located in Univer- 
sity Place.

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“BRING HOME BACON” CHAMPION BEATS 
FAIRBURY IN WHIRLWIND FINISH 


Station Sales Total 1,270; Net Gain of 154 Stations; 
969 Miscellaneous Sales; 19,754 Interviews. 


a Gees they “Brought Home The Bacon!” In one of the most 

thrilling and fun-filled sales campaigns in our history, em- 
ployes of this Company turned a certain net loss for the month 
of November into a net gain of 154 stations! They had to 
make 1,270 gross station sales to do it—breaking the estab- 
lished quota of 1,018 sales by 124.8%! While they were about

it, they also sold 969 miscellaneous items, for 95.2% of quota. 


To accomplish so tremen- 
dous a selling job in these 
days when sales resistance is 
unusually high, it was neces- 
sary to make the enormous 
total of 19,754 interviews! The 
relation of interviews to sales 
was never more clearly shown. 
And these interviews—or most 
of them—came hard! In many 
instances, employes were in- 
terviewing prospects who had 
been approached many, many 
times—prospects who hardly 
seemed to be prospects at all, 
having gone through years of 
depression to find themselves 
with little or nothing in the 
way of cash reserves. But the 
grand folks who make up our 
plant, traffic, commercial, ac- 
counting, engineering and oth- 
er groups went out and inter- 
viewed them again—and turn- 
ed in some amazing results! 


Not in many years has a 
Company sales campaign had 
so stirring a finish. When 
Stromsburg area drove across 
the line on the final day to 
pile up a total of 256% of 
quota and beat out Fairbury 
area, it accomplished the 
seemingly impossible! Fair- 
bury area had gone into the 
lead on the opening day. It 
had held that proud position 
until ousted by York area on 
November 18. Never worse 
than third at any time, Fair- 
bury area looked like a sure 
winner when it crashed back 
into first place on November 
29. On that day, Tommy 
| Longdon’s Fairbury crew took 
the wind out of York’s sails 
by smashing through with a 
28-station PBX sale to gain 
220% of quota. With only one 
day to go, this appeared to be 
more than sufficient to permit 
Fairbury to win “under 
wraps.” York, in second place, 
could muster only 152.5% of 
quota. Stromsburg was trail- 
ing in third place with 136% 
of quota. And then, and then 
—it happened! “Ten thousand 
Swedes came out of the 
weeds” or something! <A wild 
man broke loose in the person 
of Area Manager Sterling 
“The Terrible Swede” Nelson! 
Having battled his way up 
from next to last place—the 
spot he occupied on the cam- 
paign’s opening day—he was 
in no mood to give up the 
fight. In one tremendous last 
day, Stromsburg area gathered 
itself together and hurled 30 
station sales into the teeth of 
a gallant Fairbury group 
which had given “its all” and 
could retaliate with no more 
than five station sales! And 
those 30 Stromsburg | sales 
lifted the Polk county fighters 
into first place with a final 
figure of 256% of quota! 

Fairbury finished with 
236.7% of quota. To proper- 


ly assay the difficulties under 
which these sales figures were 
achieved, the picture should 
be made complete with the in- 
formation that Stromsburg, 
with a total of 64 gross sales, 
closed the month with a net 
loss of 6 stations; while Fair- 
bury, selling 71 stations, was 
able to muster a net gain of 
only 9 stations! The above 
figures present a_ picture 
which would be difficult for 
anyone outside of the tele- 
phone industry ta compre- 
hend. When understood, they 
are the basis for the statement 
that this was probably the 
most amazing campaign in our 
history! 

Both Stromsburg and Fair- 
bury turned in remarkable 
records of employe sales par- 
ticipation and “interviews per 
employe.” Fairbury area em- 
ployes made the astounding 
record of “100% participation” 
—in other words, every em- 
ploye in the area made one or 
more station sales! Fairbury 
also led all areas in interview 
performance with 48.9 inter- 
views per employe. Stroms- 
burg was in second place with 
37.2 interviews per employe. 

The outstanding Fairbury 
accomplishment was the sale 
of the 28-station Florence 
Hotel PBX. This sale required 
much work and good sales- 
manship. The wild enthusiasm 
generated at Fairbury by team 
captains “Piggy” Wells and 
“Porky” Caley was respon- 
Sible, in large part, for the 
fine showing. The Fairbury 
area was “away out in front” 
In miscellaneous sales with 
237.7% of quota! 


In third place at the finish, 
and never far out of that po- 
sition at any time, was Wahoo 
area—which sold 52 stations 
for 173.3% of quota. Under 
Area Manager Dorland’s in- 
Spiring leadership, this area 
showed a splendid net gain of 
14 stations. Wahoo area never 
gave up and was in a position 
to grab the top spot at any 
time until the final hour. 


York area got away to a bad 
start and “entertained” the 
guinea pigs during the open- 
ing days of the campaign. 
Area Manager Rogers, with 
splendid assistance from a 
fighting crew of plant and 
traffic folks, soon started mov- 
ing up. York jumped ahead 
of Fairbury to lead the pack 
on November 19—remaining 
in the top spot most of the 
time after that until those 
great last minute surges by 
Stromsburg, Fairbury and 
Wahoo shoved the Rogers clan 
back into the No. 4 spot. York 
sold 62 stations for 155% of 
quota. Net gain for the month

56 stations for 112% of quota. 
Net gain for the month was 13 
stations. Employes made 22.6 
interviews each. Miscellaneous 
sales totaled 37. Auburn’s 
record is impressive, due to 
the fact that good crop condi- 
tions in the area brought them 
a somewhat higher quota than 
was assigned to other areas of 
comparable population. Man- 
ager Corrington’s workers 
ably tackled and whipped a 
quota of 50 stations. 

The third area to be tied for 
eighth place was Superior. 
Manager Kubat’s forces, bat- 
tling disheartening crop condi- 
tions, turned in a fine per- 
formance. Flirting with last 
place during the early part of 
the campaign, they achieved 
the dubious honor of receiving 
the guinea pigs on two differ- 
ent occasions. Rallying beau- 
tifully, Superior closed the 
campaign with 28 station sales 
for 112% of a quota of 25. In- 
terviews averaged 14.7 per 
employe. Miscellaneous sales 
totaled 13 for 52% of quota. 

Plattsmouth area, in 
eleventh place, also spent sev- 
eral days in the company of 
the guinea pigs! The area 
came through with a late 
drive that brought 49 station 
sales for 108.9% of quota. Em- 
ployes made 860 interviews 
for an average of 26.9 per em- 
ploye. Miscellaneous _ sales 
totaled 19. 

Beatrice area, in twelfth 
place, sold 75 stations for 
107.1% of quota. Net gain was

Only six tele- 
phones were removed during 
the month and, as a result, the 
area shows a net gain of 15 
stations—more than in any 
area outside of Lincoln! Man- 
ager Jones guided his forces 
to 24 station sales for 104.3% 
of quota. Charles Olson, man- 
ager of the Sutton exchange, 
made a great sales record dur- 
ing this drive. 


Geneva area, in fourteenth 
place, had a month of ups- 
and-downs. Well up in the 
list during the first weeks, the 
Geneva folks ran into rough 
going near the close. Total 
sales of 26 stations gave them 
104% of quota, with a net 
gain of 3. Lee Millholen, 
manager of the Fairmont ex- 
change, made 147 interviews 
and sold 10 stations—a grand 
piece of work. 


Nebraska City area squeezed 
into fifteenth place after a 
hectic month. In full pos- 
session of the guinea pigs for 
four long days, Manager Roy 
“Doc” Ojers rallied his forces 
and drove the intruders to 
their “permanent” home in 
Hastings. Total sales of 57 
stations gave Nebraska City 
103.6% of quota—and a net 
gain of 4. Miscellaneous sales 
totaled 40. That Nebraska 
City employes were very en- 
thusiastic is indicated by the 
fact that 32 out of 46 made 
sales. The fine net gain of 38 
stations recorded in Nebraska 
City exchange during the first 
ten months of the year indi- 
cates that these employes are 
selling all the time! 


Wilber area finished in six- 
teenth place with 31 sales for 
103.3% of quota.. Wilber em- 
ployes made many interviews. 
The average of 30.2 per em- 
ploye would indicate that they 
were “in there pitching!” 

Tecumseh area — which 
tumbled into last place and 
won the “Slow Spot” turtle in 
our spring campaign—fooled a 
lot of people this time! Man- 
ager Charles Meshier pushed 
his area well up the list in the 
early weeks—getting as high 
as third place on several oc- 
casions. Out of breath in the 
final rush, Tecumseh was 
shoved aside by other areas 
and tumbled to seventeenth 
place on the last day. How- 
ever, 35 stations were sold for 
100%. of quota. Tecumseh’s net 
gain of 10 for the month is 
certainly one of the better rec- 
ords. Interviews averaged 
29.1 per employe. Fine coop- 
eration from plant and traffic 
employes was in evidence. 
Harold Drake, who sold 9 sta- 
tions, and Mrs. Morris, of Elk 
Creek, who sold 3, were 
among the leaders.

ings area did a splendid sell- 
ing job, especially when con- 
sideration is given to the fact 
that, in the preceding ten 
months, the area had gained 
45 stations! With the single 
exception of Lincoln, it was 
the only area to show a gain 
for that portion of the year. 
Net losses had occurred in 
only two months — January 
and August. Faced by a con- 
tinuation of poor crop condi- 
tions, Hastings area entered 
the campaign under a heavy 
handicap. Even so, 64 stations 
were sold for 80% of quota. 
Miscellaneous sales totaled 58. 
Interviews averaged 20.4 per 
employe. 


Thus, we came to the end of 
a grand campaign—one that 
was fought under trying con- 
ditions to an exciting and 
glorious conclusion. Too much 
praise cannot be given to the 
loyal, hard-working men and 
women who make up what we 
all know to be one of the finest 
employe groups in the world! 
A fourteen-day “Mopping Up 
Campaign,” to clean up the 
“debris” by the use of the en- 
thusiasm left over from the 
great effort, was inaugurated 
on December 1. Quotas were 
cut in half but competitive or- 
ganizations were kept intact. 
The intense pace of the pre- 
ceding campaign was not, of 
course, maintained through- 
out this drive, but a great deal 
of essential sales work was 
done. Wahoo area won this 
campaign with 133.3% of 
quota. Clay Center area was 
second with 75% of quota and 
Auburn area was third with 
60°. of quota.
